‘Our Youths’ 


It is pleasant to note that the 
U.S. government has learned to 
believe in its young people. Or as 

the phrase has 


it, “our youth.” 


‘*Our youth” 
has fought a lot 
of battles for us. 
Again the cliche 
is at hand. On 
the land, the sea 
and in the air 
they have proved 
themselves the 
heroic defenders 

of their flag and heritage. 


Now, the government is delight- 
ed with itself for having learned 
that they equally are trustworthy 
out of uniform. 


A year ago the United States 
put all possible obstacles in the 
way of typically curious, in- 
terested American youth asking 
permission to attend the Com- 
munist-dominated “World Youth 
Festival” which was scheduled 
for Moscow. It was, to be sure, a 
rather shocking revelation of a 
free country’s fears about the 
ability of its citizens, especially 
the young, to appreciate and 
value freedom over Communist 
totalitarianism. It almost certain- 
ly was a carryover of the hys- 
teria and doubt created by the 
late Sen. Joe McCarthy. 


At any rate, a number of Amer- 
ican “youths” did attend the fes- 
tival. Only a very few made asses 
of themselves. A somewhat em- 
barrassed government of the 
United States was delighted at 
how well the great majority con- 
ducted themselves. They learned 
a lot. They held their own in the 
debates and questionings. The 
tricky Communists’ dialectic did 
not confuse or dismay them. They 
made friends on the wonderful 
basis of being young together. 


Their Return 


Nor was this all. The U.S. young 

ple brought back no “‘intel- 
figence” reports. But they did 
come back to write articles for 
their college papers and to give 
interviews to their home press 
which made sense and which 
gave a good idea of Moscow and 
of what went on there during the 
festival. It was a good “egg- 
head” job. 


This summer the festival is to 
be held in Vienna. It will, as be- 
fore, be Communist dominated. 
But this year the government is 
encouraging interested college stu- 
dents to go ahead. The State De- 
partment is urging all who plan 
to go to study and acquaint them- 
selves with the propaganda, the 
questions, and the needling to 
which they will be subjected. 


There is no danger of the 
American egghead youth or adult 
being won over by communism. 
Being an egghead, he is rather 
well informed. He has read, not 
merely Pasternak, but Jefferson, 
and for that matter, Chief Justice 
Warren. The immature bubble- 
head, who is at best shallow 
and who is looking for au- 
thority and someone to provide 
him the “answers” to life, may 
find the Communist line romantic 
and fascinating. But, as the State 
Department learned, Joe. Mc- 
Carthy was wrong. The American 
colleges are not hotheads of com- 
munism. They are hotbeds of dis- 
cussion, debate and curiusity about 
life and people. and we had best 
hope, for the sake of our country, 
they stay that way. 


Eyes Open 


The youth of this country has 
its eyes open. It is looking rather 
closely at its leadership these 
days as are a great many adults. 
The youth of the South is com- 
paring the leadership which wants 
to close the public school system 
and make a farce of education, 
with that which would save it and 
strengthen it. Youth everywhere 
is watching its political leaders 
cope with the new problems of 
urbanization, of unemployment. It

Americans 


Back Ike 
On Berlin

WASHINGTON — President 
Eisenhower's no-retreat policy on 
Berlin has overwhelming popular 
support in the nation, although 
many Americans know little about 
the history or geography of the 
crisis. 

This is the essence of a nation- 
wide spot check of public opinion 
conducted in the last few days. 


In a series of interviews with 
469 persons, the correspondents 
found general confidence that the 
Berlin issue would be settled by 
negotiation rather than by war, 
but 185 of those interviewed, or 39 
per cent, did not know that Ber- 
lin was 110 miles inside Com- 
munist East Germany and were 
equally uninformed on many 
other aspects of the problem. 


NOT FRIGHTENED 


The check in urban, suburban 
and rural areas also suggested 
these conclusions: 


1, The American people are 
concerned but not frightened; ill- 
informed but trustful of the ad- 
ministration and particularly of 
the President; nonpartisan in their 
approach; confident that some- 
how this crisis will pass like those 


of Lebanon, Suez, Quemoy and 
Matsu. 


2. Many believe the Soviets are 
bluffing and will come to terms if 
the United States stands steady. 


3. Teen-agers and college stu- 
dents—those who would have to 
enter the armed services—are 
better informed and more con- 
cerned than their elders. 


4. There is widespread support 
for trying to negotiate a settle- 
ment at a heads-of-government 
meeting, though in Los Angeles 
only about half of those inter- 
viewed thought such a meeting 
would do much good. 


5. Finally, there seems to be a 
feeling in the nation that modern

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con- 
gressmen generally gave bipar- 
tisan applause Sunday to the 
agreement of President Eisenhow- 
er and British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan to meet Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
in a summer “summit” confer- 
ence. 


There also was outspoken ap- 
proval of their insistence on hold- 
ing a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence first.

Sen. Theodore Francis Green 
(D-R 1), former chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, said he was “pleased” at the 
“very important news.” 


“I have been hoping for it for 
a long time,” Green said. “Now 
Macmillan can go back home 
with pride.” 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D- 
Wash), a member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, said 
“I have always taken the position 
that we should be willing at all 
times to discuss with the Soviets 
all questions affecting the peace 
of the world.” 


He warned, however, that “‘the 
American people should realize 
that this may be just another sum- 
mit meeting. We had better not 
place too much hope in this un- 
dertaking.”’ 


Jackson also said the foreign 
ministers meeting should have an 
agenda ‘“‘that will make sure that 
the Soviets discuss the vital is-

Tibet Fires

Red Artillery Use 


Hinted in Revolt 


NEW DELHI, India ‘#—Fires 
were reported seen Sunday in two 
Buddhist monasteries in the Tibet- 
an capital of Lhasa, possibly in- 
dicating that Chinese Communist 
forces had shelled or bombed 
them in an effort to put down a 
large-scale rebellion. 


There was no way of confirm- 
ing the report, which reached usu- 
ually reliable sources at Kalim- 
pong on the Indian-Tibetan border 
despite suspension of telegraphic 
communications between India 
and the capital of the walled-in 
Himalayan country. 


Other reports in Kalimpong said 
Buddhist monks had joined in 
fighting the Communists, a possi- 
ble indication that an assault had 
been made on the major monas- 
teries, Sera and Drepung, report- 
ed burning on the outskirts of 
Lhasa. 


NO MENTION OF PALACE 


There was no mention in these 
reports of the Potala, the tower- 
ing palace and fortress of the 
Dalai Lama, the god-king ruler of 
Tibet’s 1,300,000 people. The Po- 
tala overhangs the center of the 
capital. 


The Indian consulate general, 
Maj. S. Chibber, reported to the 
Indian government Sunday that 
fighting had stopped in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the consulate, 
which is just outside Lhasa and 
between the Potala and _ the 
Lama’s summer palace. 


Chibber’s report Friday of fight- 
ing around the consulate was the 
world’s first official confirmation 
of an uprising in the religious 
state, which has been occupied by 
Red Chinese forces since 1950. 


REPORT INCOMPLETE 


His report Sunday did not indi- 
cate whether fighting was continu- 
ing elsewhere, however, and left 
unanswered the question of the 
whereabouts of the 23-year-old 
Dalai Lama, who is the spiritual 
and political ruler of the nation. 

Tibetan sources In Kalimpong 
said they believed Communist 
vigilance would prevent any im- 
portant personages from leaving 
the capital. 


Tibetan fears that the Commu- 
nists were planning to kidnap the 
ruler, who is believed by Tibetans 
to be the reincarnation of Buddha, 
were reported here to have trig- 
gered the fighting. 


Unofficial reports from Kalim- 
pong also said large-scale fight- 
ing broke out at Gyantse, impor- 
tant trading center 100 miles 
southwest of Lhasa. Other reports 
from Kalimpong said Khampa 
tribesmen had acquired consider- 
able supplies of light weapons.

Escape artist Harold James 
(Jim) Meriwether, Georgia’s most 
wanted criminal, was captured 
Sunday night a few hours after 
moving to a new hideout in De- 
catur. 


The 45-year-old desperado—a 
law breaker since he was 19—was 
taken by surprise by two Atlanta 
detectives, Sgt. Clinton Chafin and 
J. H. Barnes. They arrested the 
elusive fugitive without firing a 
shot and he was brought to jail 
in Atlanta. 


SCALP NICKED 


Meriwether had a nick on his 
scalp from a gun battle 38 days 
aso with Atlanta police. He said 
that during a series of holdups 
here he once shot a man by ac- 
cident. 


Meriwether, a native of Dalton 
and a drug addict, has been in 
and out of prison for 26 years 
for robbery, burglary, larceny, 
peddling narcotics, and stealing 
automobiles. 


Meriwether blamed his capture 
on Atlanta Constitution police re- 
porter Keeler McCartney. 


“That man McCartney don’t 
like me,” said Meriwether. “He 
wrote a dirty story about me and 
put my picture in the Sunday pa- 
per. It made me hot, and I had 
to leave where I was because of 
it. Someone seen it and 
squealed.” 


CHECKED ON PHOTO 


Sgt. Chafin said “‘someone’’ saw 
Meriwether’s picture and the 
Journal - Constitution story and 
“called us to check on a man re- 
sembling the picture. We did. It 
was Meriwether.” 


The newspaper story reported 
that the tall, balding Meriwether, 
who escaped from the Whitfield 
County prison camp Jan. 23, had 
been nominated as one of the 
FBI's 10 most wanted men. 


Meriwether’s arrest won promo- 
tions for Chafin and Barnes. 


“Make a note that I’m going to 
promote Chafin and Barnes,”’ 
Chief Jenkins told newsmen. 
“They're two of my best men, 
they’ve worked hard on tracking 
Jim Meriwether.

Dulles Though Abed V ital 
To Parley, Says Mansfield 


WASHINGTON (#—Sen. Mansfield (D-Mont.) said Sunday Secre- 
tary of State Dulles should continue in office even if he is unable 
to attend the projected Big Four foreign ministers conference in May. 


Mansfield, assistant Democratic 
leader of the Senate, said Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s personal par- 
ticipation in foreign policy deci- 
sions and his frequent consulta- 
tions with Dulles have given the 
nation “‘a posture that is stronger 
than before’ in dealing with inter- 
national affairs. 

“Secretary Dulles should stay 
at the helm,” Mansfield said. “‘He 
should not resign even if he is 
physically unable to attend the 
Big Four foreign ministers confer- 
ence in May. His sound leader- 
ship, good advice and capable di- 
rection should be available even 
though he is not physically pres- 
ent at the conference. 

“‘We have a good team working 
in Undersecretaries Herter and 
Dillon. The President has stepped 
in himself, where formerly he left 
foreign policy matters in personal 
charge of Dulles. 

“As a matter of fact, because 
of his illness, Secretary Dulles has 


been relieved of the burden of 
day-to-day operations and has 
more time to plan and to think 
than he had before.

He was treated at a 
hospital and returned to jail.

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Resolution of GEA 
Dodges Real Issue 


Georgia’s Education Assn. Friday night 
concluded an interesting session, elect- 
ing the first woman president in 15 years 
and staging what was an interesting, in- 
telligent debate. 

Before turning to the debate we'd like 
to congratulate President-elect Mrs. 
Gladys Darling, of Waycross. She obvi- 
ously is a person of ability and leader- 
ship, otherwise she would not have at- 
tracted such statewide support. 

But it is the debate that interests us. 


Because of the fact that a resolution 
was fuzzy, a number of teachers are like- 
ly to find themselves criticized as “voting 
against segregation” when, as a matter of 
fact, they did not. The meaning of the. 
resolution was obscure. It purported to 
stand for segregated schools. But the de- 
bate developed around the ultimate mean- 
ing. 

* id it mean that public schools 
should be abolished in the face of a court 
order? The resolution, the debaters said, 
did not go far enough or face the real 
issue, and therefore was misleading. 
What, they asked, did the GEA want 
done once segregated schools were no 
longer possible? In this sense the resolu- 
tion was absurd. At any rate, the debate 
became confused and out of hand. 

In the end the vote was 569 for the 
resolution and 257 against it. 

We think it a necessary bit of respon- 
sibility to say that many of the 257 were 
not voting to end segregation, but against 
a resolution which did not at all cover 
the problem. 

What does the GEA stand for when 
the court order comes? No schools? The 
resolution didn’t say. 

At any rate, the debate was a healthy 
one. But it was not a straight vote on 
being for or against segregation. 

Teachers have enough difficulty with 
extremist boards and uninformed local 
and state politicians without having it 
increased by a timorous resolutions com- 
mittee which produced one that was de 
liberately a mother-hubbard garment, 
hiding everything, touching nothing.

Let’s Go to the Top 
To Improve Hospital 


Just how far the medical committee 
investigating the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital intends to go in its recommenda- 
tions remains to be seen but there is 
reason for hope its report will lead to 
improvements. 

To be really effective such improve- 
ments should go all the way to the top. 
A piddling change here and there would 
accomplish very little in bringing about 
the transformation so badly needed. 

It is obvious that the hospital should 
be headed by a psychiatrist. 

It is equally apparent that the insti- 
tution should be under the administration 
of the State Health Dept., despite Welfare 
Director Alan Kemper’s defense of pres- 
ent conditions and his iron-willed deter- 
mination to keep the hospital under his 
own thumb. 

These two objectives should be im- 
mediate goals obtainable with little or no 
additional expenditures. 

At the same time, let’s not lose sight 
of the importance of a long-range pro- 
gram to deal with the entire problem of 
the prevention and treatment of mental 
illness in Georgia.

Fulton’s Link with Soil 
Frequently Is Ignored 


Fulton County is making a valuable 
contribution to the agricultural economy 
of Georgia as well as to the state’s indus- 
trial progress. 

Many Georgians are prone to over- 
look the former because of the dra- 
matic gains the county has made in in- 
dustrialization. 

However, a recent survey shows near- 
ly 50 per cent of Fulton’s 334,720 acres 
consists of farm land and that individual 
farm units total 2,127. 

Although beset with problems com- 
mon to Georgia farmers plus a higher 
than average labor cost, Fulton’s farm- 
ers are doing a commendable job. Tangi- 
ble results are being obtained from the 
five-year “Farm and Home Program,” 
set up in 1955 which the county’s agri- 
cultural department and advisory com- 
mittee are pushing. 

Fulton boasts a number of top farm- 
ers and 4-H members, The 10 highest in 
the countywide corn production contest’s 


adult division last year, for instance, av- 


eraged 110.94 bushels per acre. The first 
10 in the 4-H division averaged 107.72. 

The county last year had two national 
4-H champions, Bob and Marcus Mansell, 
in addition to several district and state 
winners. 


All this speaks well for the county's 
progress. It also shows that 


scrapers and industrial plants, as welcome 
and necessary as they are to the economic 
health of the community and the state. 


Political forces, however, purposely 
ignore such realities in trying to picture 
residents of urban areas as an entirely 
different breed from that of rural sec- 
tions. Actually they share common 
bonds, agriculture being one of many, 
and the barrier that political interests 
strive so mightily to promote consists of 
nothing more than thin air heated by wild 
oratory.

Each Citizen Has Share 
In Public Indebtedness 


Gov. Vandiver’s oft-repeated charges 
that taxpayers have been saddled with an 
unnecessary back-breaking load in au- 
thority financing is supported by figures 
from the U.S. Department of Commerce 
showing that state and local governments 
pave obligations of almost a billion dol- 
ars. 


In 1957 the total of these obligations 
approximated $875,976,000, the report 
shows. Of this amount, $244,039,000 was 
owed by the state. Thanks to the rural 
roads program and other additional ob- 
ligations, this has now passed $312,400,- 
000, the governor said recently. 


Local governments—cities and counties 
—owed $539,922,000 in 1957 and this, 
no doubt, has increased considerably 
since. 


The total debt in state and local gov- 
ernments amounts to almost $250 for 
every man, woman and child in the state. 
It had climbed to fifth largest in the 
South and 15th largest in the nation in 
1957. 

There’s just one thing about this debt, 
regardless of how we try to delude our- 
selves. Sooner or later it must be paid, 
plus interest. And the interest cuts into 
the amount of goods or services the tax- 
payers are buying. A total of $29,055,- 
108 of the state budget now goes to pay 
principal and interest on this debt. 

It is true that use of authority-type 
financing served a good purpose when 
used to build schools and other permanent 
institutions which could not have other- 
wise been built. But as Gov. Vandiver 
has said, “We have seen roads built on 
borrowed money at two or three times the 
cost, and only a little quicker than they 
could have been constructed on a pay-as- 
you-go basis.” 

But let’s not fool ourselves. Every citi- 
zen of the state owes a slice of this money 
and will be paying it a long time. It’s 
time to become a little more leery about 
new spending projects and for closer ex- 
amination of items we possibly could do 
without.

Gov. Vandiver’s Right: 
More Education’s Needed 


Gov. Vandiver’s address to the Geor- 
gia Education Association Friday night 
was encouraging to the teachers and to 
the state in its revelation of his belief 
that Georgia’s future depends largely 
upon public education. 

Faced with a state financial crisis— 
the extent of which still must be de- 
termined—the governor rejects proposals 
to cut back educational programs. “The 
plain, unvarnished truth,” he said, “is we 
need more, not less, education. That is my 
policy.” 

That must be the policy of all think- 
ing citizens. That it is their policy is indi- 
cated by the fact that Georgia’s public 
education program has made greater 
strides forward in the past decade than 
in all the state’s history. The results of 
this just now is beginning to be seen in 
every phase of our economic, social and 
political life. 

During the past nine years, as the gov- 
ernor pointed out, the state has spent 
more than half its total revenues on 
schools. Today the state pays 72 per cent, 
he declared, of the total cost of public 
schools. 

Taking note of the importance of edu- 
cation to industrial development, the gov- 
ernor correctly stated that schools—not 
only for children of workers but to pro- 


vide industry with the trained manpow-. 


er needed—are the first essentials of 
progress. 

The governor also pointed up the 
necessity of improving education in face 
of the Communist challenge. Citing the 
fact that the Soviet Union is spending 
more of its gross national product on edu- 
cation than we are, he says we must do 
better. “If we fail,” he declared, “it will 
not be because our system has failed but 
rather because we have failed ourselves.” 
He is right. 


Because of the current state financial 


dilemma, educators must make every ef- 
fort to adjust temporarily without sur- 
rendering quality or progress. 

In spite of the many uncertainties, our 
educators must look ahead. Certainly the 
goal of making Georgia the “best edu- 
cated state in the Union” is one which 


contains the key to the future. More, not © 


less, education is the great need of our

National Study Commission 


Can Help American Cities 


Since cities over the nation are so often so much alike in the 
problems they face and the answers they seek, it is quite objec- 
tive to say that the cities very often present a front of unity and dedi- 
cation greater than the states. And, as a purely practical matter, 
the day is not far distant—maybe not more than two Congresses away 
—when the cities will have, in effect, more voting strength in Con- 
gress than do the purely state causes. 


I believe that is a matter of

Christ 
was crucified apparently on a day 
designated by the Roman offi- 
cials as a time for capital pun- 
ishment, for on Calvary there 
were three crosses raised against 
the sky. One was the Cross of 
Christ but at each side was the 
cross of a thief who, according 


‘to the justice of that day, no 


doubt deserved to die. 


Each of the condemned was 
forced to bear his own cross to 
the crest of the hill. The hands 
and feet of each were bound to 
a 10 or 12-foot stake. Each would 
be left hanging until physical 
weakness or starvation brought 
the release of death. 


We do not know’ what 
words of consolation or bitterness 
were expressed by the two thieves. 
We do know, however, that Christ, 
who had devoted His life to suf- 
fering humanity, consoled the 
thieves with His forgiving love of 
God. 

One of the malefactors could not 
understand why Christ, if He was 
what the people had said He was, 
did not save both Himself and the 
two who hung with Him. He 
“railed’’ on Him, according to Luke

Cherry Says 


Private schools would not be able to handle the job 
of educating the public if public schools should close, 
DeKalb County School Supt. Jim Cherry said Sunday. 


He addressed Glenn Memorial 
Methodist Church study group on 
the Emory Campus. He is the 
fourth speaker to talk to the 
group on “The Public School Situ- 
ation.” 


Cherry advised against any 
“splinter action’’ to take care of 
a broad education responsibility. 
He suggested that the group insist 
upon placing the responsibility for 
public education of all children 
where it belonged—‘‘with superin- 
tendents of education, boards of 
education, members of the Gener- 
al Assembly, and state board 
members.” 


CITES ENROLLMENTS 


During the past year in Geor- 
gia, Cherry pointed out, 57,000 
additional children have been en- 
rolled in public schools. He said 
that this was more than the 50,000 
total of children enrolled in non- 
public schools. 


He said that all the private 
schools in DeKalb County couldn't 
take care of the county's addition- 
al enrollment for the past 12 
months. 


The public system will have to 
build more classrooms and hire 
more teachers, he said. Excluding 
migration of people into the coun- 
ty, DeKalb’s school load will be 
75,000 students within 10 years, 
he said.

“I’m not that pessimistic,”

Al- 
len J. Ellender leveled a_ scath- 
ing attack Sunday against Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and his foreign 
‘aid program. He said the program 
‘was money “thrown to the four 
winds” and the President's argu- 
ments for it were ‘‘irresponsible.”’

the good it will be our nation.” 


He quoted Ejisenhower’s mes- 
sage to Congress justifying the aid 
request as being equal in import- 
ance to spending for the U.S. de- 
fense establishment. 


‘Such statements have been fre- 
quently made and I classify them 
as irresponsible,” Ellender said. 


To Eisenhower's statement that 
U.S. aid helped stop the Chinese 
Communists from invading Que- 
moy last year, Ellender replied: 
“Again, the President is in error.”’

In Trouble 


Bowling Clinic 


BY BILLY SIXTY 


at the Start 


You would say at first glance the bowler in the sketch needs 
a different ball because the one he dropped apparently doesn’t fit. 
Smaller holes, or ones with more pitch, might be the answer. 


Actually, though, this gent 
was in trouble with the first 
move he made from his stance. 
When he failed to push the ball 
away he had no timing—and he 
couldn’t get it as he worked his 
way to the foul line. 

Omitting the push-away is 
the game's major error. Even 
veterans who have had this 
movement emphasized to them 
from the beginning carelessly 
fall into the flaw at times. 

I stress to beginners the 
importance of first getting the 
push-away action; concentrating 
on it alone. Without it they get 
nowhere. Push-away puts the 


ball into swing; makes the swing work in harmony with footwork; 
gets you to the line in balance; makes bowling a real pleasure. 


For advanced bowlers who suddenly hit a slump, here are 


check-points: 


(1) Make sure of sufficient push-away; (2) Feel 


weight of the ball during the swing; (3) Be certain that push 
away and first step (right foot in four-step footwork) are made in 


unison; 


(4) The first step must be short and slow, like a shuffle, 


or you'll rush to the line, leaving the ball so far behind it can’t 
catch up. That’s where dropping the ball, like the guy in the 


sketch, occurs. 


Get the swing timed with footwork and the ball passes the 
sliding left foot at the foul line. The swing goes on smoothly to a 


full follow-through—with control.

George Self said, “Why it ain't more’n a mile right over 
Steel Trap Ridge, or two mile around the road. But if you walk 
over the ridge you'll swear it’s five miles.” 


If you could have bored a hole through the mountain, tt 
wouldn’t have been more than a mile in a straight line.

pretty near ready to swear that it was five miles up and five 


miles down to get to the other side. 


George was just one of several score north Georgia mountain 
men who turned out to look when they heard a plane in trouble, 
then a crash, then the deathly silence. George was the first man 
to spot the plane. He, with a sense of direction peculiar to the 
mountain men, had figured just about where the plane would 
be and just about where he could spot it from. 


SPOTTED PLANE FROM PREACHING ROCK 

George climbed Cedar Mountain, climbed up on what he 
called Preaching Rock, and started scanning the many square 
miles he could see. He spotted the bright flash of the aluminum 
hull just across the valley from Preaching Rock. The plane had 
smashed into the almost straight-up side of Steel Trap Knob, 
which is connected to Cedar Mountain by Steel Trap Ridge and 
Bear Joe Gap. Steel Trap Knob is 3,498 feet high.

CLEARED WAY

After their talk with Dulles, the 
President dropped Macmillan off 
at the British Embassy, marking 
for all practical effect the end of 
the major section of their cold- 
war strategy talks.

ployed at state and federal penal | 
institutions—Reidsville with 2,612 
inmates has one full-time chap- 

lain and the Federal Penitentiary 
here with 2,700 inmates employes 
two full-time chaplains. 


“But don’t talk about just one 
chaplain for Milledgeville,” warns 
the Rey. Charles Gerkin, chap- 
lain at Grady Hospital. “That 
would be like sending one mis- 
sionary to Africa.” 


The Rev. Mr. Gerkin favors 
the establishment of a chaplain 
training program at Milledgeville. 


He says that a chaplain working 
in a mental hospital must have 
special training—and the only 
place he can get that training is 
in an institution with a training 
program. He says a chaplain 
must be able to understand the 
language of the doctors in order 
to be a full-fledged “member of 
the team.” 


The primary requirements for 
an institutional chaplain should 
be: graduation from an accredit- 
ed theological school; ordination

3 GRADES EMPLOYED 


He says that chaplains are em- 
ployed by the Kansas institution 
and are under State Civil Service. 
There are three grades of chap- 
lains in Kansas—chaplain, a min- 
ister who serves part time; psy- 
chiatric chaplain, a man who 
serves full time and has had at 
least one year of clinical training, 
and supervisor psychiatric chap- 
lain, a man who has been ac- 
credited by one of the national 
organized chaplains groups. The 
latter heads the training program. 


In Kansas, nominations for 
chaplains are made by the State 
Council of Churches with final se- 
lection by the local institute. 


The Rey. Mr. Gerkin says, 
“There was a time when the ad- 
ministrators of a mental hospital 
were reluctant to have ministers 
come into the institution because 
the ministers knew little about 
mental illness. But now they are 
finding that a chaplain with the 
proper qualifications can be a 
great help instead of a disturbing 
factor.” 


The chaplaincy training program 
can reap great dividends out- 
side the mental hospital, says the 
Rev. Mr. Gerkin. Many of the 
trainees go into the active min- 
istry rather than the chaplaincy, 
With their trainin they are able 
to recognize mental illness at its 
beginning and aid the person and 
thus keep many from ever seeing 
the inside of a mental hospital. 


The Rev. William H. Kirkland, 
rector of St. Stephens’ Episcopal 
Church in Milledgeville and one 
of several-local ministers who do 
some visiting at the hospital, feels 
one of the greatest benefits of a 
chaplaincy program would be as

LACKS TRAINING 


“We have no clinical training, 
no status; we are pure visitors,” 
says the’ priest.

In general these questions dis- 
closed that most people were in- 
terested in the crisis and had 
either watched the President on 
TV or read summaries of ‘his 
speech. Most testified that this 
speech had made them more fa- 
miliar with the factors in dis- 
pute, but few outside of intel- 
lectual or government. circles 
claimed any detailed knowledge 
of the politics or strategy of the 
issue. 


A surprising number of those 
questioned in and around New 
York did not know that the main. 
strategic problem over Berlin 
was that the former German 
capital is more than 100 miles in- 
side Communist - controlled ter- 
ritory. 


Of those questioned in the 
Midwest 23 per cent didn’t know 
this fact. It was 24 per cent in 
Washington, D.C., 40 per cent in 
Los Angeles, 56 per cent in the 
San Francisco Bay area and 58 
per cent in the Southeastern 
states. But three-quarters of 
those questioned in and around 
New York did not know the 
geography of the problem.

Stark Young collection of southern writing about the English 
language as it is used down here. Cleanth Brooks, a Kentuckian 
who was educated at Vanderbilt and has done some definitive 
studies on the relation of the Alabama-Georgia dialect to the 
provincial dialects of Great Britain, holds that most of our ac- 
cent did not come from Negroes but from England. 


Mr. Brooks points out that the broad “A” didn’t become 
stylish in England until the 18th century and by that time great 
numbers of Britishers had already settled in America, bringing 
to our shores speech which has remained in our country areas—git 
for get, obleege for oblige, yaller for yellow and many others. 


“Joel Chandler Harris,” wrote Mr. Brooks, “has Uncle Remus 
pronounce until, unsettle, etc. as ‘awn-til,’ ‘awn-settle,’ etc. 
Un- is still pronounced ‘awns’ by dialect speakers in Devon. 
Uncle Remus pronounces ‘corner’ as ‘cawnduh,’ inserting a 
‘d’ in it. The living dialects of Somerset and Devon give the 
same form.” 


He points out that ‘roil’ is a strictly literary word, used in 
the South and in many counties of England and Scotland as 
“rile.” The same is true of “‘frail’’ which doesn’t always mean 
fragile in the South but is sometimes a very active verb, as in 
“frail the daylights’’ out of somebody. This is true of “rare” as 
in “rarin’ to go,” “‘quare’’ for queer and “peart’”’ for pert. 


And if you thought your country kinfolks were showing their 
ignorance when they called a musk melon a mush-million that just 
shows how little you know. The Oxford Dictionary, according to 
Mr. Brooks, shows that in 1591 the well-spoken Englishman used 
mush-million and he also said “‘skase”’ for scarce. Drap for drop 
and crap for crop also probably originated in the dialects of 
southwest England, were once used in New England but now linger 
only in country places in the South. | 


And come to think about it, it’s been a long time since I heard 
them used anywhere. Next thing you know somebody will have 
to organize a club for the preservation of country speech—if we 
preserve it, that is.

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~ State Spending Up, 
U.S. Bank Reports 


Georgians appeared to be spending more money in 
February than they did in the same month in 1958, 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta analysts reported on 
the basis of a 13 per cent rise in debits at reporting 


banks. 


Many businessmen, economists 
and others measure the tempo of 
the economy by the movement of 
bank debits, analysts explained. 
Since about 90 per cent of busi- 
ness in the United States is trans- 
acted by check, the volume of 
bank debits reflects the general 
level of spending. 


Debits, however, analysts said, 
include checks for financial trans- 
actions as well as routine busi- 
ness. A change in any one city 
may be affected at times by an 
unusually large financial trans- 
action. 


Bank debits in Georgia for Feb- 
ruary—the last period for which 
records are currently available— 
were down 9 per cent from those 
for the previous month. All major 
trade centers but one shared in 
the decline from January, 1959. 


The gain of the past month 
over February, 1958, in major 
Georgia trade centers was bro- 
ken down as follows: 


In Atlanta, where the largest 
dollar total was involved, debits 
were 12 per cent above the Feb- 
ruary, 1958, figure. 


In Savannah, next largest dol- 
lar volume city, debits were up 
13 per cent. Other increases re- 
ported were: Macon, 25 per cent; 
Columbus, 8 per cent; Augusta, 
7 per cent; Albany, 19 per cent; 
Gainesville, 3 per cent; Rome, 
11 per cent; Athens, 4 per cent; 
Marietta, 22 per cent; Valdosta, 
23 per cent; Brunswick, 21 per 
cent; LaGrange, 64 per cent; 
Griffin, 12 per cent; Newnan, 20 
per cent, and Alberton, 11 per 
cent.

Levels Off 
At 92.5 Pet. 


CLEVELAND (#—After a steady 
two-month climb that raised op- 
erating rates in the steel industry 
20 per cent, production leveled off 
last week at 92.5 per cent of ca- 
pacity, Steel magazine said Sun- 
day. 


That was a half point under the 
previous week and equal to 2,- 
619,000 net tons of steel for ingots 
and castings. 


“Mills are in an era where they 
are meeting resistance to raising 
operating rates above 92.5 per 
cent,” the weekly journal of 
metalworking commented. 


Although the big Chicago dis- 
trict slipped a half point down- 
ward to 93 per cent of capacity, 
and the Eastern district, another 
large one, remained unchanged at 
91, the Pittsburgh and Cleveland 
districts’ production rose by two 
points to 94 and 96.5 per cent, 
respectively. 

“Demand is so widespread that, 
if automakers decided to cut back 
their orders for sheets, producers 
could ship the cancelled tonnage 
to a host of other consumers,” 
the magazine saioa.

Tax, Tag Deadline 
Only 10 Days Away 


April 1 is D-day—deadline day—for thousands of 
Atlantans. Their failure to meet the deadline could te 


costly in many ways. 

As of Monday, about 10 days 
remain until the deadline for 
filing Atlanta and Fulton County 
property tax returns, purchasing 
1959 automobile tags without pen- 
alty, re-registration of voters 
about to be purged and applying 
for renewal of Georgia drivers’ 
licenses. 


Failure to meet the deadlines 
can mean the following penalties: 


1. A 10 per cent assessment for 
failing to file property — includ- 
ing automobiles — for taxes. 

2. A penalty of $1 plus 20 per 
cent of the cost of the tag for 
failing to buy tags by April 1. 


3. Loss of voting privileges for

County school systems operate 
a total of 4,721 buses. 


They transport 408,701 to and 
from school every day. That 
number is 161,798 greater than 
the number being transported 
eight years ago. 


Georgia school buses traveled 
a total of 48,505,029 miles during 
the last school year. 


During the last school term, 
25,307,977 miles were traveled on 
unpaved roads, and 23,197,032 
miles on paved roads. Statistics 
indicate operating costs are .26 
per cent less on paved roads. 


During the past eight years 
the number of school buses in- 
creased 42 per cent. The num- 
ber of children transported in- 
creased 65.3 per cent. 


Of the 4,721 bus drivers, 163 
are women. There are 53 student 
drivers, 79 teachers and 25 other 


school employes who drove the 
buses. 


Of all buses in use, 48 per cent 
have chassis more than five years 
old. It would require more than 
$9 million to replace them with 
new buses,

Marilyn Monroe is a show busi- 
ness phenomenon, a synthesized 
studio product who exploded into 
full-blown, genuine, hardy star- 
dom, the materialization of all 
the Cinderella myths, the world’s 
most-publicized personality yet 
one of its most mysterious. 


In a city overcrowded with per- 
oxided blondes, this blonde made 
her mark. To Hollywood’s profes- 
sional press corps, fed up to their 
ears in glamor every day of every 
year, this glamor girl was differ- 
ent. 


A young woman with only a 
high school education — and that 
gained at a variety of schools 
since she was shifted from family 
to family as a ward of the court— 
she married the nation’s greatest 
baseball star and next a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning playwright: Joe Di- 
Maggio and Arthur Miller. But

Marilyn is an individual, and a 
complex one at that. Her candor 
endears her to women, her humor 
and ever-present wiggle to men. 
The world roots for her and ad- 
miration for this full-bosomed, 
seriously intentioned chunk of 
warm-hearted allure is one of the 
few common denominators in to- 
day’s global society. 


ALL THIS might be calculated 
to cheer her, and it doubtless does 
—but it also scares her. More 
words have been written of her 
than of Khrushchev and Eisen- 
hower. No secrets remain. And 
one gathers that Miss Monroe at 
times feels she is standing utterly 
naked in Times Square with all 
the world passing by. It would be 
a frightening experience for any- 
one—to have all one’s past and 
much of one’s present exposed.

The audience 
gasped at her gyrations, all quite 
innocent, and immediately nudged 
one another asking who this babe 
might be. 


THE WORLD soon learned who 
she was. She zoomed to the film- 
land heights and stayed, making 
such films as “Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes,” “How to Marry a Mil- 
lionaire,” “‘There’s No Business 
Like Show Business,” ‘“Seven- 
Year Itch,’ “Bus Stop’ and — 
finally — “The Prince and the 
Showgirl” with Sir Laurence 
Olivier. 

Life in an orphanage and a 
succession of foster homes can 
be an impersonal thing but it 
was Marilyn’s lot when she was 
still known as Norma Jean Baker. 
Her first money was earned for 
setting tables in the orphanage 
—5 cents a month. Later this 
was doubled te a dime for wash- 
ing dishes. 


At 15, now a student in Van 
Nuys High School, Marilyn mar- 
ried James Dougherty. They were 
divorced soon thereafter and 
Dougherty is now a policeman, 
remarried and with a family.
